Rates situation for the coming year. (cent)

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Proposal to before the County Council 

County rate to be increased by I2p. 

District rate to be decreased by Ip. 

Parish rate to be decreased by I.8p. 

The rise in the County rate was caused mainly by 
three factors and despite large cuts in expendit¬ 
ure was inevitable 

1. National cuts in the overall Government 
subsidy-Cambnidgeshire 's growth rate of 7.5'/’ 
was far above the National average, which was 
mainly static. Tv/o years population growth 
was assumed by the Government to necessitate 
no additional expenditure to the County and 
our share of the reduced Government Grant has 
not been increased to cover this increase of 
services necessary. 

2. Pise in running costs caused by wages increase 
and added cost of materials and services. 

3. The necessity to carry out committed develop¬ 
ment items, which involve capital expenditure, 
this year to hopefully reduce future costs. 

The overall approach of the. County has been both 
prudent and realistic. 

Ths District Council is to be congratulated on 
their achievement of reducing their rate. 

The Parish rate was expected to be. slightly, down 
and this was due to careful planning of our 
future programmes. The fact that it was more than 
expected was caiised by a large increase in the 
Ip rate to approximately £3,500 and to a larger 
amount of credit at the 1977/8 financial year end. 
Considering the enormous maintenance committments 
of our village-far in excess of a place five 
times as large-the reduction is most encouraging 
for us all. 

Chairman's Report 

A request has been received from the BHRA for 
various information to be made available to them by 
the Council, The Chairman therefore made a short 
statement outlining the correct procedure that had 
to be followed. Normally only material that has 
been discussed in Public Session by the Council 
and minuted can be.handed out. However, he assured 
the BHRA that the Council would alv/ays endeavour to 
keep them fully informed as far as was possible 
and he hoped that the close co-operation between 
them and the Council would continue always. 

The setting up of a Maintenance Sub-Committee to 
examine and report back on all facts of the maint¬ 
enance in the village was announced. It v;as 
anticipated that this examination and recommendat¬ 
ions would take about two months.

Maintenance Manager's Report 

Special reports on various aspects of the 
maintenance had already been circulated to 
Councillors. These would form part of the 
material for the nev/ Sub-Committee to discuss and 
therefore no discussion would now take place. 

Eighty further trees (gift from the Council) 
had been planted in the village as part of the 
overall landscaping plan. 

The Maintenance Manager then outlined his 
department's plan for draining the play areas of 
the village green by a stone drainage system. 

After a long discussion this v/as approved and v/ill 
be carried out as soon as the weather is suitable.

This coiruiiittee v/ill now have full executive 
powers and v/ill hold Public Meetings each month. 

An application by MARUBENI-KOMATSU Ltd to 
construct a repair and servicing plant for earth 
moving equipment in Ear Hill has been strongly 
apposed by the Council as being totally unsuitable 
from every environmental point of viev/.
